wanted. 
This regiment will be a part 
of the American Engineers’ 
Reserve 
Corps and its prompt recruiting will 
enable it to be one of the first to carry 
the U. S. flag in France. 
All men desirous of being listed as 
an applicant for the Forest Regiment 
should communicate at once with the 
Forest Supervisor at Escondido, Cal., 
or the District Forester, 114 Sansome 
street, San Francisco, Cal.
